Trying to Guess Wilson's Cabinet. 


On February 20 the New York Sun printed this "authentic" 


forecast of Wilson's cabinet slate: 


State—William J. Bryan of Nebraska. 
Treasury-—William G. McAdoo or some one not yet mentioned. 
War—Charles R. Crane of Illinois. 
Navy—John T. McGraw of West Virginia. 
Attorney-General—A. Mitchell Palmer of Pennsylvania. 
Interior—Edwin L. Norris of Montana. 
Agriculture—Herbert Quick of Ohio, Albert Sidney Burleson 


of Texas or Obadiah Gardner of Maine. 


Commerce and Labor—Louis D. Brandeis of Massachusetts. 
Postmaster-General—Josephus Daniels or William G. McAdoo 


or David J. Lewis of Maryland. 


' The composition of this tentative cabinet shows that it is 


mere guesswork. It was authentic only so far as the newspaper 
correspondent who made it up was a good guesser. Plainly he 
was doubtful of his own ability to guess the intentions of the 
President-elect. 


A Washington dispatch dated February 25 says Mr. Wilson 


has determined definitely on the following cabinet appointments: 


Secretary of State—William J. Bryan oi' Nebraska. 
Secretary of the Treasury—William G. McAdoo of New York. 


' 
Postmaster-General—Albert S. Burleson of Texas. 
Secretary of the Navy—Josephus Daniels of North Carolina. 
It will be observed that there is some difference between this 


frame-up and the Sun's "authentic" forecast given out five days 
earlier. It may be a better guess but it is probably no more 
authentic than the guesses which preceded it. All the cabinet 
makers begin by slating Mr. Bryan for the state portfolio. That 
is because public opinion has assigned him to that position on 
the assumption that Wilson would offer him a place in the cabi- 
net. Mr. Bryan's talents and tastes fit him for that place above 
any others and he would probably decline to accept a subordinate 
position in the cabinet It is out of the question that the apostle 
of free silver should be placed at the head of the treasury de- 
partment. . 


The newspapers continued to slate Mr. Bryan as the premier 


of the cabinet after the Nebraskan had positively denied that he 
had been invited to enter the cabinet and after Wilson had stated 
emphatically that he had not made a single cabinet selection. 
"Inside" .information gaily gave the President-elect the lie and 
continued-to 'give to the world his-private confidences. 


Palpably the object was to irritate Mr. Wilson into declaring 


what he intended to do. But the badger refused to be drawn. 
Wilson has'kept his intentions to himself more successfully than 
any of his predecessors. Whether his reticence is dictated by 
wisdom, must "be left to future developments, but it is evidence 
that the President-elect knows how to keep his own counsel He is 
avoiding annoyance by his ^method of selecting the members qf 
his cabinet. Were he to announce his selections in advance of 
appointment, he would be beset with protests and the importuni- 
ties'of friends of other candidates. Apparently he is choosing his 
official advisers himself, and not allowing political committees 
and party bosses to«pick them for him. It will be time to pass 
judgment when his selections are announced. In the meantime 
the newspapers are not doing the public a service by misleading 
their readers.

T was but a few years ago when most physicians 
declared that too much water could not be taken 
into the system—that flushing the stomach and 
other internal organs was beneficial to health and 
beauty—that baths were necessary daily. Today 
we may observe that they have changed their 


views and advice, and are restricting the use of water to not 
more than three pints a day, and that to be taken in wine 
glass doses and never chilled with ice. They are now pre- 
scribing baths every other day, and always warm, except in 
cases of nervous people, whom they advise to take cold sprays 


I sometimes wonder if the doctors do not become so filled 


up with theory that they fail to realize that climate has as 
much to do with bathing as with eating. Surely no one would 
neglect a daily bath in a warm climate any more than it would 
be omitted in cities which use soft coal. No one can possibly 
be clean in a soft coal city with less than one bath each day 
and one sweat bath each week. Nothing is more invigorating 
than a warm bath followed by a cool spray, nothing more con- 
ducive to health and beauty. 


We are a nation of water-drinkers, but we do not drink wa- 


ter healthfully. The amount of ice water we drink would 
ruin a nation less strong than we are. In no other country do 
they use ice as we do on everything. Even in hot India they 
shun ice as dangerous; in fact, they eat hot, peppery foods 
and drink hot drinks. Their theory is that the stomach, be- 
ing heated, would "receive too severe a shock were they to eat 
and drink cold things. Half the stomach trouble we' Ameri- 
cans are subject to may be laid to gulping down of ice water 
and ice cream sodas. They not only inflate the stomach too 
much", but they chill the delicate membranes and thereby re- 
tard digestion. A certain amount of water is beneficial when 
taken between Weals, and when taken cool, but without the 
introduction of ice, is clearing and beautifying to the com- 
plexion, brightening to the eyes and strengthening to the hair. 
So do not fear to drink water and use plenty of it on your 
body. Remember, the use of "aqua pura" is no acquired 
taste; it is the one beverage that equalizes all animals, human 
and otherwise.

Pankhursts Face 
Heavy Sentence 


for Arson 


Leader of Militants in 
Defiant Mood; More 


Trouble in Sight 


LONDON, Feb. 27. — Mrs. Emraelln* 


Pankhurst, Sylvia PaJikhurst and other 
militant suffragettes, are liable to con- 
viction to penal servitude for life, under 
the malicious' damage act, for their al- 
leged participation or instigation in the 
burning- of buildings in public parks. 


This announcement was made today by 


Public Prosecutor Travers Humphrey, in 
asking the magistrate at the Kew Police 
Court to commit for trial Miss'Lillian 
Lentbn ad. Miss Joyce Locke -who were 
arrested February 20. for' setting- fire to 
a building in the Kew Botanical Gardens. 


Mrs. 
Pankhurst, who has assumed the 


responsibility for this, as well as other 
attempts at Incendiarism, also takes tho 
blame for the blowing up of the Lloyd 
George home. 


ATTACKS ARE PLANNED. 


According to the police, tho suffragettes 
appear to have planned systematic at- 
tacks of incendiarism on London's sport- 
ing grounds. Two suffragettes were ar- 
rested 'last night at the All-England 
tennis grounds at Wimbleton, with'bags 
containing-'inflammable materials. Two 
others were surprised under similar clr-

strument and $500 Hidden 


Under Baize.

$500 in paper currency 


•which had been concealed under the green
